HAIFA—A couple of months ago I wrote about 
the degraded condition of sports in Israel, the lack 
of sportsmanship, and the influence exercised by 
political parties over what should be amateur ath- 
letics. The situation has gone from bad to worse, 
and the moral example which is set before the 
’ youth of Israel has become a scan- 
dal and disgrace. 

NOBODY in Israel seems capable 
of doing anything about the situa- 
tion. 

Surely here is an area in which 
the U. S. Committee for Sports in 
Israel can find scope for its in- 
fluence. The athletic bodies of Is- 
rael will not listen to Israelis, but 
they must have respect for Col. 

Alpert Henschel and his colleagues who 
have done so much for athletics in Israel. 

No time must be lost. Each day that goes by 
contributes to the rottenness of the situation, and 
each day more bright, naive, innocent youth are 
infetced with the poison, 

I DO NOT exaggerate when I say that the 
moral fabric of Israel’s youth is being eaten away. 
It would not surprise me if the sociologist or psy- 
chologist would find a direct relationship between 
Israel’s dirty sports situation, and the growing ju- 
venile crime rate in the country. 

In the meantime, the only clean amateur ath- 
letics in Israel, the teams on the campuses of the 
Technion and the Hebrew university, not receiving 
financial support from the political parties, and not 
having income from the Saturday afternoon box- 
offices, are left to starve and wither away, without 
adequate facilities or equipment.

But I must return to the menace of “terrorism” 
in sport. 

THE WORD IS not mine. Most objective sports 
commentators use it. Perhaps the reader will un- 
derstand what I am driving at if I quote at some 
length from a sports editorial in the leading daily 
paper, Haaretz. I translate from the Hebrew: 

“Incidents, quarrels, blows, curses and threats 
‘involving players, referees and spectators alike have 
become an inseparable part of the Israel sport scene. 
In the magnificent Kiryat Hayim soccer stadium, 
the game between loca] Hapoel and Betar Jerusalem 
was interrupted after 20 minutes of play because 
of terror and attempts to influence the referee who, 
according to the claims of one side, had approved 
an illegal goal. A police patrol rescued the referees 
from the fury of the crowd.” (The local fans were 
for Hapoel.) 

“ONLY A FEW hours later, in the brilliantly 
flood-lit city stadium at Haifa, a similar perform- 
ance took place. When the final whistle blew, a 
scene occurred which in every respect was reminis- 
cent of a Wild West movie. If not for police rein- 
forcements summoned to the field, the referee would 
to this day be in a hospital.” (It should be noted 
that Hapoel were the losers.) 

“In Rehovoth the game between Maccabee and 
Hapoel was interrupted every 10 minutes because 
of clashes between the players themselves, and be- 
tween them afd the referee. At an earlier game, 
on the same field, between Maccabee Shaarayim 
and Hapoel Affuleh, the referee was saved from 
the outbursts of the crowd only by a miracle. 

“FURTHER SOUTH, at Kfar Yerucham, the 
local Hapoel players broke down their own goal 
posts in the 75th minute, rather than permit the

players of Betar Beersheba to score more than 
six goals.” 

It should be noted that all the games cited took 
place on the same day, and they still do not exhaust 
the list. 

The writer in Haaretz goes. on: 

“SOCCER IS no longer played in Israel purely 
for sport’s sake. The end justifies any means. 
Quality of play, high standards, beautiful perform- 
ance, all mean nothing. All that matters is brute 
force, or the pressure which can be brought to 
bear upon the referees with the help of the wild 
local fans.” 

And he concludes: “Outlaws have taken control 
of soccer in Israel. Because of them, every game 
has become a demonstration of lawlessness, and 
every visit to a soccer field is at the risk of one’s 
neck.” 

Israel’s leading “Sport News” has a five-column 
headline: “Jungle Instead of Sport.” 

THE SUBHEADING reads: “The Crowd Loses 
Its Objectivity and Conscience; the Players Forget 
the Raison D’Etre of Soccer and Spread a Danger- 
ous Atmosphere of Hatred on the Field.” 

The writer makes an interesting point: “It is 
said our soccer players are amateurs. Our sport 
leaders insist on this status, so that ‘purity’ may 
be reserved. And look at the ridiculous situation: 
The amateur player, who plays for sport’s sake, 
permits himself all liberties. He kicks his opponents, 
beats up the referee, and plays with brutality. He 
must win at any cost.” 

The last refuge of decent sports in Israel is 
on the college campus. Given proper encouragement 
and support it can become an important element 
on the national sports scene, and finally compel a 
house-cleaning where it is needed.

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THE CASE OF MR. PERES 


The case Shimon Peres is instructive for the future 
relationship between the Israel leadership and the U. S. 
Jewish community. 

MR. PERES is headed for an important ministry in 
the Israeli cabinet. He is one of the bright young men of 
tomorrow. He is brought to the U. S. to address a United 
Jewish Appeal Conference, and in the course of his stay 
here he participates in a press conference which shows 
the results of dangerous misconceptions about agencies of 
the U. S. Jewish community. 

He wants political work for Israel in the U. S. Jewish 
community placed in the hands of the United Jewish Appeal. 

ONLY SENATOR FLANDERS, who has sought a con- 
gressional investigation of the tax free status of UJA con- 
tributions will applaud this suggestion. 

We can see Rabbi Herbert Friedman and Morris Ber- 
instein, executive vice-president and national chairman of 
the UJA respectively, expressing the private wish that 
Mr. Peres be given a post whose duties are such that he 
won’t have the time to visit the U. S. for many years to 
come. 

ABE REDELHEIM, president of the Zionist Organiz- 
ation of America, and others have pointed out the egregious 
errors in what Mr. Peres had to say. 

For our part, we think that more is involved. 

MR. BEN-GURION has developed the theory that 
world Zionism in general and U. S. Zionism in particular 
are no longer useful agencies, and as such should have 
been supplanted by organizations that fulfill Israel’s needs 
‘of today. 

These needs are for (1) investment and (2) gift dollars 
and (3) for American Jewish immigrants. 

The investment dollars come from the Israel Bond 
organization which took up the slack when Jewish busi- 
nessmen, fearful of Israel’s socialist economy and reaping 
the rewards of more lucrative investments closer at hand, 
failed to come forward with financial support for Israel’s 
industry. 

THE GIFT dollars come from the UJA. 

But the American immigrants are not coming at all. 

To Mr. Ben-Gurion, this means that Zionism no longer 
is useful as an instrument for Israel’s upbuilding, and he 
has said enough often enough to indicate that world Zion- 
ism now serves little, purpose. 

The shrewd leader of the Israelis may hope by his 
attacks on Zionism to spur Zionists to work for their tra- 
ditional goals. Or he maybe is willing at this time to 
write off the Zionist organizations altogether. 

Whatever his motivation, there very likely is a method 
to his madness. 

BUT OTHERS who parrot Mr. Ben-Gurion’s theory, 
and Shimon Peres is a perfect example, fall into a trap 
because unlike Ben-Gurion they do not have a conception 
of the intricacies of the American Jewish community set-up. 

This then is the danger. 

IF MR. PERES, a man high in Israel government 
circles, can be so inept, to put it kindly, as to endanger 
the status of the UJA, what can we expect of the Israel 
man in the street who hears Mr. Ben-Gurion spout his 
theories about the diaspora? 

We suggest that the Israelis, Ben-Gurion included, have 
a responsibility to learn the truth about American Jewry 
and American Zionism. Zionism in the U. S. is Israel’s 
most importan staff, and without American Zionism there 
would be no UJA and no bond organization, and perhaps 
no Israel, either. 

IF THE ZIONIST movement is in a decline, then it 
is the duty of everyone concerned to give its work new 
meaning, new purpose. If the kibbutz movement in Israel 
is in eclipse, that doesn’t mean that the kibbutzim should 
be eliminated. It means that their place in the Israeli scheme 
of things needs restudying. In this period of their realign- 
ment from an ideological standpoint, we do not destroy 
them. 

Let’s have an end to these internecine attacks which 
only divide. American Zionism has failed in many respects, 
mostly in aliya, and on this score this paper has been its 
most severe critic. But the movement still has much to 
contribute, as shock troops whose support, having been 
tested under fire, cannot be questioned. 


LET OUR NEIGHBORS KNOW? 


The Gallup Poll figures which show attendance of 
U. S. church and synagogue services in 1958 at a record 
high, also showed a devastating comparison as between 
Jewish and non-Jewish attendance. 

THE OVERALL figures revealed that 49 per cent of 
the total U. S. adult civilian population attends church and 
synagogue services during an average week. 

Perhaps to hide the shame, the figures for Jewish 
a{tendance were hidden in the fifteenth paragraph of the 
news release by the Committee on Religion in American 
Life, a nonsectarian movement emphasizing the import- 
ance of religion in personal and community life. 

THE CATHOLIC attendance average is 74 per cent, 
the Protestant 44, and possibly because Jewish figures for 
1958 were not available, the 1957 poll results were given 
—-15 per cent. 

American Jews pattern their lives to a great extent 
on the practices of non-Jews, and place great store on 
non-Jewish approval. Perhaps if instead of burying the 
low Jewish percentage figures, they should have been dis- 
plaved prominently to advise our neighbors that Jews are 
in a sense deserting their synagogues. This might truly 
bring a revival in worship in the American Jewish com- 
munity. 
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When we were in Norfolk, Va. (we're still 
adhering to our promise not to discuss again 
our visit there which already has produced 
three editor’s chairs), we were advised about 
the apprehension over the printed statement 
that Arthur Spingarn, president of the Na- 
tional Association for the Colored People, was 
Jewish. 


ON OUR RETURN here, we checked 
“Who’s Who in World Jewry” and our own 
clip file, plus wracked our memory of a Jewish 
person so high placed in the fight for the 
extension of civil rights, and decided that it 
was impossible that the editors of The POST 
and OPINION would not have heard of this 
leading Jew. Therefore we assured the Nor- 
folk Jewish community that Spingarn was not 
Jewish, 

We were wrong. Spingarn is Jewish and 
doesn’t hide it, although we are told that he 
is not affiliated with any congregation. He 
is not a Zionist, we learn, but is pro-Israel. 


WE HOPE he'll stand for an interview 
with one of our reporters, who’ll be up to get 
his views soon, 

This is not the only travail of publishing a 
newspaper that we wish to advert to in this 
week’s chair. 


IN OUR ISSUE of Dec. 19 we front-paged 
the story that Lewis Strauss, Secretary of 
Commerce, had been réfused admission to an 
exclusive Canadian club. 

We were careful to document the infor- 
mation by twice quoting its source—the Is- 
raelite Press of Winnipeg, a local Anglo-Jewish 
paper there. An editorial in the Canadian paper 
referred to statements made in a speech by 





Dr. H. L. Keenleyside before the conference 
for human rights in Winnipeg recently, 

Said The Israelite Press’s editorial: 

“Who could expect, for instance, that 
an important cabinet minister of the U. S., 
invited to Canada by the government, could 
not enter a club in Canada because, he, the 
minister, was of Jewish origin! Though Dr. 
Keenleyside did not mention the name of 
the minister and only referred to him as 
the ‘Secretary of the Treasury’ in the 
United States, we are aware that he meant 
Admiral Lewis Strauss, former chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Commission of the 
U. S. who was recently appointed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury—and for a certain ‘aristocratic Cana- 
dian club the principles of racial bias were 
so sacred that because of them the doors 
were closed for Admiral Strauss, placing 
the Canadian government which was his 
host, in an embarrassing position and even 
risking an international incident.” 

THERE IS a clue which might have been 
detected by a more alert news department, and 
it took a letter from A. J. Arnold, publisher 
of the Jewish Western Bulletin, of Vancouver, 
British Columbia, to note it. He wrote that the 
cabinet’ minister was not a member of the 
present cabinet at all, but referred to Mr. Mor- 
genthau. who was secretary of the Treasury 
in the Roosevelt administration. 


One thing is still confusing. A friend of 
Admiral Strauss, who incidentally served as 
president of Temple Emanu-El in New York 
for a period of years, has written to say that he 
checked with Mr. Keenleyside, who responded 
that he did not make such a statement at all. 
Granting that he wasn’t referring to Admiral 
Strauss, he could have satisfied everybody by 
merely stating that he had Henry Morgenthau 
Jr. in mind when he made the statement before 
the Winnipeg conference. 





Rule 22: The Synagogue Must Be in Politics

The social action commission of the Union 


of American Hebrew Congregations is asking 
affiliated congregations to write their senators 
to encourage them to help the move initiated 
by Senators Douglas, Humphrey and Javits to 
amend Rule 22 so that a minority may not 
block vital legislation by 
means of the filibuster. 

The need to amend Rule 22 
is made desperately urgent in 
order to provide the federal 
civil rights legislation to im- 
plement the Supreme Court’s 
ruling on segregation in pub- 
lic schools and to enable ef- 
4 fective federal intervention in 

, those instances where Ne- 
Rabbi Weinstein groes are prevented by local 
practices and prejudices from exercising their 
right to vote and other civic rights guaran- 
teed to every citizen by our Bill of Rights. 


THIS IS GOING to be one of the most 
bitterly fought maneuvers of the 86th Con- 
gress and will mould coalition between South- 
ern Bourbons, Eastern conservatives and 
Western opportunists which will have a vital 
effect on the 1960 presidential campaign and 
on the alignment of our two-party system for 
some time to come. 

It always comes as a rude shock to those 
who believe that our three-cornered, counter- 
balancing interplay of the executive, legislative 
and judicial functions guarantees the free work- 
ing of the democratic process that there are 
bottlenecks in the committee procedures of 
the House and in the Senatorial privilege of 
limitless debate which effectively deny expres- 
sion to the popular will. 


THESE PROCEDURES have been kept 
alive by the willful maneuvers of legal strate- 
gists serving narrow interests and have been 
rationalized, even by so wise a pundit as 
Walter Lippman, as a necessary protection 
of minorities from the mob pressures of the 
majority. ; 

It is a most frustrating feeling to know 
that the majority of Americans believe in civil 
rights for the Negro, in more adequate public 
housing, in federal aid to public education, in 
the liberalization of our immigration laws, and 
yet must witness the defeat of necessary legis- 
lation to implement these objectives by simply 
filibustering them to death or by keeping them 
locked up in committee, 


THESE DEVICES have placed a heavy 


premium on political hypocrisy; since it is 
possible for a legislator to publicly sponsor a 
popular measure to sit right with the voter, 
while he knows that colleagues, with his ap- 
proval, will prevent it from coming to a vote. 


The democratic system can take a lot of 
punishment, but it cannot take this kind of 
corruption without suffering severe anemia. 

To those who believe that regardless of 
the merits of the controversy over Rule 22, 
it is hardly the proper province of the syna- 
gogue or the church—that this is the kind of 
politics which may stain the pure robes of 
churchly dignity—I recommend the statement 
of C. Wright Mills in his recent book, “The 
Causes of World War III:” 


“BUT YOU SAY: ‘Don’t let’s get the church 
into politics.” You might well say that with 
good conscience were: the political role of the 
church to be confined to what it has been 
and what it is. But in view of what it might 
be, if you say that you are saying, ‘Don’t let’s 
get the church into the world; let’s be another 
distraction from reality.’ 

“This world is political. Politics, understood 
for what it really is today, has to do with the 
decisions men make which determine how they 
shall live and how they shall die. 


“They are not living very well, and they 
the not going to die very well either. Politics 
is the locale of both evil and of good. If you 
do not get the church into politics, you can- 
not confront evil and you cannot work for 
good. You will be a subordinate amusement 
and a political satrap of whatever is going. 
You will be the great Christian joke.”

In your Dec. 19 issue, one of 


your front-page headline fea- 
tures was “Louis Strauss Can’t 
Canadian Club.” This 
was a report reprinted from the 
Israelite Press of Winnipeg 
about a statement made by Dr. 
H. L. Keenleyside at a human 
rights conference, concerning 
the fact that a U. S. secretary 
of the treasury was barred from 
a club in Canada because he was 
Jewish. Dr. Keenleyside did not 
name the secretary of the treas- 
ury who was barred for this 
reason, but the Winnipeg paper 
assumed that it was Louis 
Strauss and you repeated that 
assumption.
